Minor Use Permit to allow AT&T to add 9 antennas and 12 remote radio units (RRUS) at a height of 115' on an existing
155' monopole. Additionally AT&T will install a prefabricated equipment building for radios and a 30 kw diesel emergency
backup generator in a new 15' x 20' lease area. The new lease area will be fenced and slatted to match the existing
lease area. The facility will be unmanned.
